Legislative Session, the 
Senate was productive, 
meeting last week. I ap¬ 
preciate the hard work 
of the crews clearing the 
roads, the first responders 
helping those who were 
stuck or in danger, and 
the many others working 
in hazardous conditions 


to keep power on and 
keep conditions safe as 
possible. I also know that 
most were at their jobs 
at groceries, restaurants, 
gas stations, and count¬ 
less other businesses, 
despite conditions, as so 
many depended on those 
services. 

On a personal 
note, with Clay County 
schools out, I enjoyed 
having my son, R.T.join 
me on the floor during 
the week. It is amazing 


to think I've served in the 
legislature since before 
his birth sixteen years 
ago. 

Thursday, the 
Senate passed Senate Bill 
49 which requires regu¬ 
lar judicial redistricting. 
The bill would reassign 
judgeships across the 
state more fairly. Judicial 
redistricting has not been 
undertaken in almost 60 
years in the Common¬ 
wealth.

ATTENTION BOONEVILLE 
WATER CUSTOMERS 


We would like 
to thank you for your 
understanding during 
the severe weather we 
have been having. We 
answered your calls as 
quickly as possible dur¬ 
ing last week’s winter 
storms while dealing with 
other issues at the plant. 

We have posted 
information prior to 
the storm about check¬ 
ing pipes and insulation 
to make sure you were 
prepared for what was 
to come. Many of these 
preventive measures 
worked for most custom¬ 
ers even though the tem¬ 
peratures fell well below 
freezing. 

We received 

many calls from custom¬ 
ers to come to their resi¬ 
dence to shut off water 
to their meter because 
of burst pipes flooding 
in the residence. It is 
impossible to respond 
to all these calls quickly 
due to the volume of the 
requests. 

In your service 
agreement it states that 
each customer has to 
have a shut off installed 
inside the residence itself 
where the water service 
enters the home. If you 
do not have a shut off 
valve inside the resi¬ 
dence then you need to 
have one installed. In 


most cases there may 
already be one where the 
line enters your home 
or rental property that 
you may not be aware 
of. They are sometimes 
installed in odd locations 
like under a kitchen sink 
or near the area where the 
water heater is located. 

It may be underneath the 
home near a crawlspace 
opening. If you have a 
basement most likely you 
should be able to visibly 
see where your main 
line comes in and there 
should be one there. 

This is the cus¬ 
tomer’s responsibility to 
have this installed in a 
location that is accessible 
to them. This is greatly 
to your benefit so that 
leaks do not turn into a 
flooded residence while 
you wait on the water 
company to come shut 
off the meter. 

If you do not 
have this shut off in¬ 
stalled then you need to 
have one installed. 

Remember there 
is a $35.00 service charge 
for any service calls we 
have to make regarding 
shutting down a meter 
where there is no shut off 
at the residence.

WINTER 

REFLECTIONS 

As I sit typing this, 
it is eight below zero with 
six inches of snow outside. 
I don’t live in Alaska; I live 
in Indiana. Most people of 
the Northeastern United 
States would gladly trade 
our six inches of snow 
for what they have on 
the ground in a heartbeat. 
Winter, for the most part, 
seemed to be a mild one 
until the calendars turned 
to February. 

Living in farm coun¬ 
try I look out my windows 
in the summertime and see 
fields of corn and beans. In 
the winter with the crops 
already harvested and the 
snow on the ground, my 
view is a vast blanket of 
white. 

Whenever it 

snows, I am reminded of 
Isaiah 1:18, “Come now, 
and let us reason together, 
saith the LORD: though 
your sins be as scarlet, they 
shall be as white as snow; 
though they be red like 
crimson, they shall be as 
wool.” 

God is trying to show 
us something with the 
snow. Let’s pick the verse 
apart and see what we can 
find. 

Come now 

God is asking that 


we come. In order for Him 
to do this we must be in a 
different place than He is. 
None of us would invite 
someone to come to our 
home if they were already 
there. 

Let us reason together 
Like a loving 

father explaining to his son 
some lesson of life, God 
wants us to sit with Him 
while He reasonably ex¬ 
plains some things. He will 
speak to us in a language 
we can understand, using 
pictures we can compre¬ 
hend. When the talk is over 
we will find the truth, God 
is telling us to be reason¬ 
able. 

Saith the LORD 

Backing up the 
previous phrase, we dis¬ 
cover who is talking. It is 
the LORD. Whenever you 
see LORD with all capi¬ 
tals, it is a reference to God 
the Father. 

Though your sins be as 
scarlet . . . Though they be 
red like crimson 
Scarlet is a bright 
red color. Crimson a dark 
red color. We have the two 
ends of the red spectrum 
here, and just as people 
see different shades of red; 
people see particular sins 
different than others. As 
most people see it, lying on 
one’s taxes is far less seri¬ 
ous than murder. 


Sins do cover a 
broad spectrum, and God 
is covering them all here. 
Some people may look at 
the darker sins, murder, 
rape and the like and think, 
“I’ve never done any of 
these type things, and I am 
okay.” 

You may not have “crim¬ 
son” sins on your record, 
but we all have scarlet sins. 
The occasional lie, the 
evil thought, among others 
are in all our lives. All of 
us have sins that are one 
shade of red or another. 
They shall be as white as 
snow . . . They shall be as 
wool 

Have you ever noticed 
red things are the hard¬ 
est stains to remove from 
clothes? Red wine, grape 
juice, and blood are so dif¬ 
ficult to remove often the 
item goes into the trash. 
God has decided not to 
throw us away, but to offer 
us a cleansing so thorough 
we emerge from it as white 
as snow, as white as wool. 
This cleansing of our sins 
only comes by the blood of 
Jesus Christ (1 John 1:7). 

Remember the verse starts 
with God telling us to 
come to Him and reason 
with Him. God, through 
His Word, has reasoned 
with us for our need of 
cleansing. 


We are all sinners (Ro¬ 
mans 3:23; Isaiah 53:6). 
Our sin has separated us 
from God (Isaiah 59:2). 
Our sin and the separa¬ 
tion it has caused is the 
reason God calls us to 
“Come now.” 

God has determined that 
“without shedding of 
blood (there) is no remis¬ 
sion” of sins (Hebrews 
9:22). We now have a 
problem, because blood 
is the only thing that 
can wash away sins, we 
cannot do enough good 
works to pay for the bad 
things we have done. 
Also, our blood is tainted 
with sin and, therefore, 
unable to cleanse. There 
is a need to find a sinless 
sacrifice. God found the 
solution to the problem 
in His own Son, “For 
Christ also hath once suf¬ 
fered for sins, the just for 
the unjust, that he might 
bring us to God, being 
put to death in the flesh, 
but quickened by the 
Spirit” (1 Peter 3:18). 

It is through faith in the 
sacrifice that Christ made 
that allows the cleansing 
of our sins, that turns us 
from scarlet and crimson 
to as white as snow (Ro¬ 
mans 3:24-26).

non-family circuit judges 
with an average caseload 
of 1,209 filings per year.

The Senate also acted to 
address freedom of reli¬ 
gious and political expres¬ 
sion, passing Senate Bill 
71. The bill would provide 
protection to students wish¬ 
ing to express such views 
from the threat of censor¬ 
ship by school adminis¬ 
trators. SB 71 will allow 
students and groups with 
religious or political affili¬ 
ation to have the same ac¬ 
cess and ability to express 
their views freely. 

Three bills regarding 
healthcare and the medical 
field passed the Senate this

week. These include Sen¬ 
ate Bill 61, which would 
require medical ben¬ 
efits to cover complete 
colorectal screenings 
for more accurate early 
detections of diseases. 

In the Senate we have 
fought to address the 
problem of colon cancer 
through various legisla¬ 
tive initiatives. Senate 
Bill 61 is Kentucky’s 
“prescription” to ad¬ 
dressing colon cancer, 
saving lives and prevent¬ 
ing costly and burden¬ 
some treatment of the 
advanced stages of the 
disease. 

To achieve better ef¬ 
ficiencies in healthcare 
through medical synchro¬ 
nization, Senate Bill 44 
was passed. This system 
will ensure pharmacists 
are knowledgeable of 
patient’s treatments and 
medications, and thus 
provide better, more af¬ 
fordable care. This bill 
will tighten the commu¬ 
nication between doctors 
and pharmacists, aligning 
medication and treat¬ 
ment, which will ensure 
quality care for patients 
and ultimately help save 
money on insurance 
premiums. Senate Bill 
86 was also passed by 
the Senate and would 
statutorily recognize 
the Accreditation Asso¬ 
ciation for Ambulatory 
Health Care - an organi¬ 
zation that creates safety 
and quality standards for 
ambulatory (outpatient) 
health care providers. 

To assist agriculture 
producers, the Sen¬ 
ate passed Senate Bill 
106, which allows a ten 
percent weight variance 
on trucks transporting 
chickens. SB 106 will 
allow Kentucky farmers 
to remain more com¬ 


petitive with other states 
in poultry production, 
which is now Kentucky’s 
#1 agricultural product. 
Senate Bill 78 was the 
last bill to pass the Sen¬ 
ate on Thursday. SB 
78 permits towing and 
storage companies access 
to property in abandoned 
automobiles. The bill 
would remove barriers 
that would ultimately 
help members of the 
towing industry recoup 
profits that would other¬ 
wise be lost on deserted 
vehicles. 

On Friday, we passed 
Senate Bill 89 which 
would allow employees 
of the state possess¬ 
ing government-issued 
firearms that are being 
replaced to purchase the 
firearms from the agency. 
Finally, we passed Sen¬ 
ate Bill 51 in order to 
promote a better environ¬ 
ment for Kentuckians 
with mental illnesses. 

SB 51 would expand the 
definition of “patient” to 
include persons currently 
under the care or treat¬ 
ment of mental health 
professionals. The ex¬ 
pansion of the definition 
would create precautions 
against violent behavior 
of a patient. 

As always, I encourage 
you to come to Frankfort 
and experience the law¬ 
making process firsthand.
